Supporting Trine Immersion, 

During the last few weeks we 
noticed in several articles of cor- 
respondence tbe statement that 
application had been made for 
membership in the Brethren 
church, and the applicants were 
retimed church tellowahip be- 
cause they were not wilting to 
receive trine immersion aa Chris- 
tian baptism, because they had 
been baptized by single immer- 
sion. We call this manner oi 
procedure "Supporting Trine 
Immersion." We do so because 
it vindicates the dignity ot an in- 
stitution that we believe Christ 
gave to his church. It would be 
unwise add unscriptnral to be 
selfish aud set ourselves forward 
as the only true church of Christ, 
or the only living branch ot the 
great Vine, and presume to judge 
who is aud who is not a member 
of the church of Jesus Christ. 
We are not in the world to be 
judges, or pronounce sentence of 
condemnation upon any part oi 
Neither are we 
teach tor scrip- 
ture tbe ordinances, institutions 
and commandments of men ; nor 
should we yield to any kind ot 
pressure that will lessen the dig- 
nity and weaken the influence 
of the observances that Christ 
placed ia his church, 

Hecei vingfcnem be rs into church 
fellowship who have been bap- 
tized by single immersion or 
sprinkling would do this. As 
we now are, ours is a church with 
distinct principles and well de- 
fined doctrinea relating to ordi- 
nances; of the Lord's house.

we enter into a compromise with 
those wbo do not teach and prac 
tice tbe truth; destructive, be- 
cause we surrender tbe tower of 
strength there is in religiously 
and practically adhering to trine 
immersion as true Christian bap- 
tism. 

The average man with a heart 
converted and a life consecrated 
to the service of God, does not 
insist upon recognition ot what 
he has done in tbe name of tbe 
Lord any farther than he has 
uncontrovertible evidence to sus- 
tain. There is no snob evidence 
in single immersion, considered 
logically or historically. In true 
baptism there is a recognition of 
God, the Father, the Son and 
the Holy Ghost. This is done 
in trine immersion. It is in no 
sense tbree baptisms, because a 
part ot the body remains baptized 
during the entire performance of 
the ordinance. Nothing in ex 
ternal appearance could present 
a more perteot conception of the 
character of tbe Godhead than 
trine immersion. The Trinity 
is three persons in one — tbree 
heads coming out of one body. 
God the creative head, the Son 
the executive head, and the Ho- 
ly Ghost, the communicative 
bead (truth teller and comforter). 
Oue origin, one substance and 
one purpose, yet three persons. 
So in trine immersion, the lower 
part of tbe body is immersed in 
the water and remains immersed 
while the upper part ot the body, 
the intelligence and tbe brain, 
in which it dwells, bows in recog- 
nition ot and submission to the 
Creative Head and is baptized 
into Him— the Father. Then 
the intelligence bows in recog- 
nition of and submission to the 
Son, the Executive Head, and is 
baptized into him. Then the in- 
telligence bows in recognition of 
and -submission to the communi- 
cative head, the Holy Ghost, and 
is baptized into him. This is 
one baptism in three acts in a 
pledge of obedience to the one 
God in three persons. 

The historical evidence in sup- 
port ot trine immersion is direct 
and conclusive. Scholars of all 
ages, since the establishment of 
tbe Primitive church, have con 
tessed that trine immersion was 
the general practice of tbe 
Church in the early centuries of 
its existence. All otber modes 
were introduced by men to meet 
certain emergencies, or by tbe 
decrees of councils which we 

at 

have nothing to do with, as Bi- 
ble Christians. 

Now there is no occasion or 
excuse for weakening our influ- 
ence by receiving into the fellow- 
ship of the church any wbo do 
not wish to receive baptism ac- 
cording to the mode that has 
been banded down from the be- 
ginning. Such have ample op- 
portunities to unite with such 
churches that make the other 
modes their distinctive features. 
The Brethren church proposes 
to be a New Testament church 
in all its structure, aud God and 
tbe Gospel recognizes but one 
way to do one thing ; and on the 
question of baptism we know we 
are right. There ie no doubt 
about this, aud in this oar minis- 
ters abonld be as the house- 
founded upon the rock. 

It is a profound satisfaction to 
hear of the brethren defending 
trine immersion by refusing to 
receive into tbe membership of 
the church those who have not 
been baptized in accordance with 
the primitive mode, that We may 


be one fold and by one mind and 
mode recognize tbe one Shep- 
herd. , G.
